2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a CSF shunt with 
embedded micorcontroller and wireless control, as well as a method of controlling CSF shunt flow, along with the other steps and 
limitations of the claims. US 6,585,677 to Cowan, Jr, et al, discloses the device as claimed by applicant, but does not satisfy the date 
requirements. 



Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus satisfy industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
